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In the following weeks , the Greenbelt News Review will re¬ 
produce in serial form excerpts from a manuscript entitled Atlantis 
on the Hill: A History of Greenbelt, Maryland, 1932-1970 prepared 
by a New Jersey scholar , Robert Muller. Today's chapter deals 
with the philosophic origins of Greenbelt. 


Chapter Three 
Tugwell town 

As director of the Resettlement 
Administration (RA), Rexford Guy 
Tugwell demonstrated scant sym¬ 
pathy for the homestead colonies 
inherited from the Dept, of Agri¬ 
culture. Nearly one hundred rural 
communities fell under his juris¬ 
diction, and were now considered 
anachronistic, doomed to failure 
from the start, Tugwell favored 
suburban resettlement, the apple of 
his eye being the greenbelt town, 
which combined the ideas of the 
English garden-city advocate, Eb- 
enezer Howard, and the experi¬ 
ments of the American urban plan¬ 
ners at Radburn, New Jersery. 

Shortly before Christmas, 1934, 
Tugwell surprised his associates, 
John Lansiil and Wallace Rich¬ 
ards, with his scheme for satellite 
towns. Two months later, he took 
them for a drive whereupon, “half 
an hour from the capital they stop¬ 
ped on a wooded hilltop of Hurley 
Place, in Berwyn Heights, Mary¬ 
land. There, Doctor Tugwell told 
them, would arise the first cluster 
of dwellings for low-income work¬ 
ers in the District of Columbia and 
vicinity.” 

Tugwell believed the greenbelt 
town to constitute a reply to the 
very old but daily more pressing 
problems of city and country, of 
urban worker and farmer. “The 
city as we know it is a sprawling, 
haphazard growth ... the rapid 
growth of suburbs was a protest 
against the aggravations of the 
city. But owing to planlessness, 
to land speculation, to the habit of 
locating on main roads, the suburb 
is often as confused as the city, 
has developed its own slums, its 
own auto dumps, its own traffic 
hazards; and it has likewise reach¬ 
ed out into and poisoned the sur¬ 
rounding country with its service 
stations and hot dog stands.” 
Greenbelt towns were to represent 
a rational decentralization plan for 
moving people and industry from 
the heart of the city. 
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The towns were to be construct¬ 
ed by a staff consisting of two 
architects, a town planner, engi¬ 
neers, draftsmen, a specification 
writer, estimators and consultants, 
whose job was not only to build, 
but to interpret the program and 
justify its progress. The four 
projects, Greenbelt, Maryland: 
Grcendale, near Milwaukee; Green- 
hills on the outskirts of Cincinnati; 
and Greenbrook, New Jersey, were 
so possessive of their own unique 
character that the only real simi¬ 
larity lay in its basic program. 

"To obtain a large tract of land, 
and thus avoid the complications 
ordinarily due to diverse owner¬ 
ships; in this tract to create a 
community to be designed for fam¬ 
ilies of predominantly modest in¬ 
come, and arranged and admin¬ 
istrated so as to encourage that 
kind of family and community life 
which will be better then they now 
enjoy, but will not involve sub¬ 
jecting them to coercion or theo¬ 
retical and untested discipline; 
the dwellings and the land upon 
which they are located to be held 


m onc ownership, preferably 
corporated entity to which the fe 
eral government will transfer tit 
nnJ which entity or corporate 
vvill rent or lease the dwellings, b 
will not sell them; a munieip 
government to be set up, in cha 


acter with such governments now 
existing or possible in that region; 
coordination to be established, in 


relation to the local and state gov¬ 
ernments, so that there may be 
provided those public services of 
educational and other character 
which the community will require; 
and finally ,to accomplish these 
purposes in such a way that the 
community may be a tax-paying 
participant in the region, that ex¬ 
travagant outlays from the indi¬ 
vidual family income will not be a 
necessity and that rents will be 
suitable to families of modest in¬ 
come.” 47 

Tugwell had no intention of 
these towns being a panacea, “they 
will not solve the problems of 
housing for the masses, but they 
will be a demonstration of what 
new civic patterns can do towards 
making a better and more pleasant 
way of living. We have inherited 
smoke and stones and dirt, chaos 
and confusion; these experiments 
may help lead us back to air and 
grass and sunlight, order and 
harmony.” 48 

(IV) 

Therefore, without preliminary 
ballyhoo, work began on the first 
of these projects, Greenbelt. Mary¬ 
land, Roy S. Braden of Arlington. 
Virginia was selected as the first 
Town Manager of Greenbelt by 
RA, and given control of the 
$5,500,000 appropriated for the com¬ 
pletion of “Tugwelltown,” which 
was to be planned only as to de¬ 
sign, with ample room left for in¬ 
dividual expression. 

(V) 

Greenbelt received its name from 
its green belt or protective strip 
of wooded land, containing parks 
and recreational facilities which 
were intended to protect the com¬ 
munity from the encroachment of 
industrial or real estate develop¬ 
ments. Tugwell summed up the im¬ 
portance of this area when he 
wrote President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, “a portion of the lands 
purchased in connection with the 
Greenbelt Suburban Resettlement 
Project in Prince George’s County, 
is recommended for development 
as a park and recreational area, 
as part of the master plan of this 
project ... the 1600 acres, which 
have been studied for recreational 
use by the National Park Services 
at the request of the RA for the 
protection belt to the south of the 
Greenbelt Rural Development Pro¬ 
ject. The options on this acreage 
were accepted some months ago 
by the RA. The area, if converted 
into a park, would result in the 
rehabilitation of a number of sub¬ 
marginal farms, fire protection and 
proper forestry methods on hun¬ 
dreds of acres of good second 
growth timber, the control of an 
entire water shed, the elimination 
of sever soil erosion, and the es¬ 
tablishment of a much needed rec¬ 
reational unit which has long been 
sought by local, County, State, and 
District officials.” 50 By encircling 
these towns with acres of farm 
and wood land, it was hoped that 
the best values of both citv and 
country living would be combined. 

(VI) 

W. W. Alexander simply stated, 
“We are trying to break down the 
present intolerable situation in 
which the welfare of one third of 
American families is weakened be¬ 
cause they live in substandard 
homes.” 51 If these families “tried 
to live in Washington's congested 
area, they would have to take 
either a slum tenement or a one 
room and kitchenette flat, and, in

Need for Sidewalks Stressed 
In City Manager's Report 

Whether the newly-elected council likes it or not, it will be" 
faced with some tough decisions on the question of sidewalk con¬ 
struction. Telling it like it is, city manager James Giese, in a- 
9-page report to council dated October 4, sized up the situation as 
follows: 


(1) Interior sidewalk systems are 
fine, but they are no substitute for 
sidewalks along streets. The im¬ 
portance of the automobile and the 
extent of its ownership has creat¬ 
ed this need for sidewalks, Exten- 

CITY NOTES 

The city has hired a new em¬ 
ployee for the Parks crew under 
the federal Emergency Employ¬ 
ment Act of 1971. Under the terms 
of this act, which is administered 
through the county, the federal 
government pays ninety per cent of 
the cost of his being hired. The 
purpose of the act is to provide 
for people who would otherwise be 
unemployed. First preference is 
given to veterans. The size of the 
federal contribution is justified on 
the basis that the job is in excess 
of the normal work force for the 
employer. 

The Parks crew employee is a 
24-year-old Vietnam veteran. A po¬ 
sition for a policeman, not yet fil¬ 
led, has also been authorized under 
the Act. 

* * * 

The recent bicycle auction, con¬ 
ducted by the Police Dept., netted 
the city slightly more than $400. 
Almost all bicycles and parts were 
sold, eliminating the need for the 
city to dispose of them as trash. 

The last paper drive was also 
successful, bringing in the largest 
amount collected since the monthly 
drives began in May. Thirty-one 
tons were collected. The city re¬ 
ports no difficulty in selling paper 
for scrap, contrary to the experi¬ 
ence of College Park, as reported 
in the Prince Georges Sentinel. 

* * * 

When the sidewalk contractor re¬ 
placed a section of walk in front 
of the Municipal Building, he also 
was able to fix a broken storm drain 
that has been causing trouble for 
some time. 

The Public Works Dept, assigned 
one man, as an experiment, to de¬ 
vote full time for one week to re¬ 
pair of playground equipment 
throughout the city. Other em¬ 
ployees have been grading and 
seeding the outfield for the ball 
diamond. Others have cleaned 
catchbasins along Edmonston Rd. 
in Springhill Lake. 

Pool employees have been win¬ 
terizing the swimming pool, and 
the city reports frequent trips to 
deliver discarded appliances, such 
as washing machines and stoves, 
for recycling. Such trips average 
two a month. 

Darwin Beck Resigns 
As GHI Board Member 

Darwin Beck officially resigned 
as treasurer and member of the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of di¬ 
rectors at the October 7 meeting. 
He is moving to another area of 
town. 

GHI president Nat Shinderman 
expressed the regrets of the cor¬ 
poration, commending Beck for his 
efforts on behalf of the co-op, “1 
have been associated with GHI for 
18 years,” said Shinderman, “and 
there have been few who have 
matched his contributions.” Beck 
was elected to the board in May 
1970. Shinderman said that Beck 
promised to- serve as financial con¬ 
sultant during the coming months 
when the board wrestles with the 
budget. 

The board will consider nomina¬ 
tions for the vacancy created by 
Beck’s departure at its next mcet- 
i ng tonight (Thur sday).

sive on-street parking exists. Res¬ 
idents often must park a consid¬ 
erable distance from their homes 
and walk in the street or on ir¬ 
regular shoulders and green areas. 

(2) Furthermore the interior 
walkway system in Greenbelt has 
not been fully satisfactory. There 
is inadequate lighting and the side¬ 
walks cannot be seen by passing 
motorists, especially police vehicles 
therefore limiting their safety at 
night. 

(3) Experience in other commun¬ 
ities has generally revealed that 
where sidewalks are proposed to be 
constructed at the expense of ad¬ 
jacent property owners, there has 
been substantial opposition. After 
the sidewalks are constructed, the 
complaints cease. 

Giese observed that the council 
had already recognized the neces¬ 
sity of sidewalks along streets when 
it passed an ordinance in 1969 re¬ 
quiring new subdivisions to con¬ 
struct sidewalks along both sides 
of any street. 

Problems 

Assuming therefore that the safe¬ 
ty and convenience of residents, 
especially children, will eventually 
require sidewalks along both sides 
of nearly every street in the city, 
Giese saw the problems of imple¬ 
menting this goal as follows: 

(1) Who pays the costs? Side¬ 
walks can be paid out of general 
funds including tax revenues or 
can be assessed against the adja¬ 
cent benefiting property. Sidewalks 
constructed at the general expense 
of the city recognizes that side 
walks are public facilities, while 
the assessment approach recogniz¬ 
es that a sidewalk along the street 
adjacent to a property benefits that 
property and improves its value. 
An alternative, said Giese, is to 
split the costs. Giese also suggested 
that where there is an existing in¬ 
terior sidewalk system originally 
paid for by the property owner 
(such as Greenbelt Homes, Inc.), 
the city could pay the costs for ad¬ 
ditional walks; where there are no 
sidewalks paid for by the property 
owner, costs can be assessed ag¬ 
ainst benefiting property owner. 

(2) When should sidewalks be 
constructed? One viewpoint is 
that sidewalks are public necessi¬ 
ties and should be constructed now. 
The other viewpoint is that since 
sidewalks benefit primarily the res¬ 
idents of the immediate area, they 
should not be constructed unless 
at least a majority of the residents 
want them. Other alternatives sug¬ 
gested by Giese call for construc¬ 
tion in connection with street re¬ 
construction, on a planned sched¬ 
ule as funds become available, or 
a!* at one time through a bond isue. 

Immediate Steps 

As a first step in the eventual 
construction of sidewalks, Giese 
suggested a policy on sidewalk lo¬ 
cation and on the clearance of 
rights-of-way. He would have a 
master plan of sidewalks develop¬ 
ed which would show the location 
of sidewalks for every street with¬ 
in the city. After public hearings, 
the council would adopt the plan. 

Thereafter, the planting of 
shrubs or the construction of fen¬ 
ces within a 4-foot sidewalk area 
would be forbidden. There would 
be restrictions against planting 
trees and shrubs within 3 feet of 
the designated sidewalk area. No 
overhanging trees or shrubbery 
(less than 7-feet high over the 
sidewalk area or 14 over the curb) 
would be permitted. 

Property owners would be re¬ 
quired to remove obstructions from 
the sidewalk rights-of-way within 
a three-year time period except in 
the case of trees too large to trans¬ 
plant. The city would be authoriz¬ 
ed to remove any plant, structure, 
or obstruction which remains af¬ 
ter the time allowed. Special ex¬ 
ceptions would be permitted.

Greenbelt was thus intended to 
remedy this situation, “as a normal 
American settlement, even if its 
normalcy should happen to be pro¬ 
tected by further restrictions on 
the origins of its citizenry. Since 
the town is being built specifically 
for Washingtonians, the population 
balances of Washington will be ac¬ 
cepted as it were, the norm of 
normalcy. Presbyterians for ex¬ 
ample, will be admitted as Green¬ 
belt residents only in the same 
proportion they bear to the total 
Washington population, unless, of 
course, the Catholics and Metho¬ 
dists should fail to take advantage 
of their quota, in which case more 
room might be found for a deter¬ 
mined Presbyterian influx. 

“The same yardstick will apply 
to the trades and professions, as 
well as to age groups, as Greenbelt 
will not become an idyllic haven 
for aged and retired government 
pensioners. No competition will be 
allowed until it has been proved 
reasonably desirable and likely to 
be profitable; religious competition 
alone is fairly free from restric¬ 
tions. 

“Greenbelt is to be run as a cor¬ 
poration. Each tenant will cast 
his vote as a corporation stock¬ 
holder, The chief anticipated dif¬ 
ference of Greenbelt is more civic 
convenience for less money.” 53 
(VII) 

Naturally, neighboring communi¬ 
ties and county officials protested, 
“aside from the objection to em¬ 
ploying public funds for purposes 
generally reserved for private in¬ 
dustry and better served in that 
manner, this plan has two prime 
faults ... it threatens more trouble 
for the real estate owners in their 
attempts to extricate themselves 
from their difficulties; and it 
threatens to aggravate the existing 
tax problems of municipalities af¬ 
fected.” 54 

Lack of political constituency; 
indifferent or hostile farm organi¬ 
zations; labor’s fear of a rural 

sweatshop; bad administration and 
high cost further complicated mat¬ 
ters. However, President Roose¬ 
velt chose this moment to intercede 
for his friend Rex. The last ses¬ 
sion of Congress had refused to 
appropriate funds for RA, forcing 
Tugwell to confine his activities 
chiefly to drought relief, financed 
by handouts from WPA. FDR now 
visited Greenbelt, and greatly cheer¬ 
ed Tugwell by his exclamations of 
approval, “I’ve often seen the blue¬ 
prints of Greenbelt. The actual 
sight far exceeds anything I ever 
dreamed of. I wish everyone in the 
counti y could see it. It is good 
to get people out in the country.
